Washington, D. C., November 10.— 
There is no easy and simple stant 
ard to be set up for determining the 
profit levels. just or unjust, of the 
inthracite mining industry, the 
tinited States coa}] commission said 
‘odag in one of its final reports to be 
made public. Not only do the actuai 
margins taken by the operators ver) 
remendousiy, the report says, but 
-bere are also differences in the value 
if investment per ton of coal produced 
which make it nearly impossible to say 
that the annual return on capital is 
fair or unfair. 

In 1921, the commission said in re- 
ecunting its difficulties, it found 
three anthracite-producing organiza- 
Aions Which received more than $1.50 
per ton margin over the cost of coal 
produced. At the same ,time, there 
were eight anthracite-protlucing com 
panies which actually lost more than 
£1.50 per ton of coal produced. The 
three companies which made the high 
marking mined 7.6 per, cent Of all 
the anthracite produced in 1921. The 
eight losing concerns combined pro- 
Inced 1 per cent of the year’s out- 
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states. 

Present margins in anthracite are 
mach larger than pre-war, the com- 
mission conluded, even though tabor 
vosts and*supplies used in produetion 
have risen sharply.

Tuesday marks the forma! launch- 
ing of the Atlanta Community Chest 
drive. “As gues Atlanta so goes tne 
| South.” This is more truth than 
/poetiy. The doings of Atlanta have 
‘more to do with tue conduct of otber 
cities of the suuth as true of the hap- 
penings in any other municipaiity in 
this section of the nation. This places 
a double responsibility upon Atlanta 
citizens, white and colored. It is 
conceded that the Community Chest 
plan of raising budgets is more eco- 
nuimic, more business like, than the 
custom heretofore followed. . 

The Community Chest simply says 
to the contributors—give once. the 
total amount of what you give to all 
organizations to one central treasury 
—tbus reducing the time spent in 
earmpuigning to the minimum and 
time spent in interviewing and being 
interviewed by various solicitors 
throughout the year. ‘The campaign 
proposes to touch every individual in 
the city of Atlanta, white and col- 
ored, either at his home or place of 
business. 

For the colored group daily reports 
will be made on the fifth floor of the 
Odd Fellows building beginning at 5 
o'clock. The city bas been divided 
into 16 zones and rivalry between 
zones as to which will register 100 per 
cent of its entire negro population is 
encouraged. The negro organizations 
participating in the drive are Carrie 
Steele orphanage, Gate City Free 
Kindergarten and Nursery associa- 
tion, Leonard Street orphanage, 
Neighborhood Union, Phyllis Wheat- 
ley branch of the Y. W. C. A,, the 
Urban League and the colored depart- 
ments of the Associated Charities, 
Anti-Tuberculosis association, Trav- 
elers’ Aid, and Georgia Committee on 
Race Relations. 

The Leonard Street crphanage is 
filling a unique place in the lives of 
the negro group of this community. 
|A visit to this institution will be a 
irevelation to many who have no 
| knowledge of its financial needs. 
| The Neighborhood Union has done 


| more than any organization to organ- 


' 


ize colored women into community or- 
ganization for the purpose of imprvuv- 
ing relationship between the families, 
developing a neighborly spirit, and 
looking after their heulth and well 
being. 

Carrie Steel orphanage represents 
the ambition of oneewoman who was 
so much impressed with the need of 
‘some place to house and care (for 
wayward, neglected negro boys and 
girls that she sold her home and 
proviced for these children. While 
this institution secures some funds 
from the city and county it depends 
very largely upon the publie for aid. 

The Gate City Free Kindergarten 
association is another child of neces- 
sity. For a number of years it has 
provided the only kindergarten for 
negro children in Atlafta. A group 
of colored women associated with Miss 
Ware recognized the need of some kin- 
lergarten training for eolored chil- 
dren—there being no such provision 
made by the publie school system. 
fhree years azo A. F. Herndon con- 
tributed a building to be used under 
the auspices of that association for a 
day nursery. Many colored women 
whe must go out to work and be 
away from their homes all day carry 
their children to this home, The 
parents are required to pay ten cents 
ner child. for which children are fed 
and cared for, 

The Y. W. C. A. hag done special 
, work among the young women of 
‘classes in the city. It provides Bible 
training classes, classes in sewing and 
home making as well as temporary 
and permanent lodging. 

The Urhan Leacue has devoted 
much of its time to problems of de- 
‘inonencv, housing and health, indus- 
trial and mechanical efficiency, thrift 
end industry as well as securing em- 
ployment in various lines for colored 
people. : 


Concerning its first rears of activ- 
ity the Joint-Interracia] committee 
ha@ the following to’say: 

“The Atlanta Urhan League is in 
the fortunate situation of being able 
to present a record of achievement 
rather than promise or pronhesy. This 
recond is civen to the public with con- 
fidence that it will m*et and receive 
the approval of all citizens interested 
in the physical and moral welfare of 
mankind. Twthe endeavors herein re- 
ported there has been cordial coon- 
eration of white and colored people. 
The Urban Leacue being the social 
service nrvency of the executive com- 
mittes of the Christian Conneil of the 
churches of colored people, its work 
has been a part of the working of the 
Atlanta plan for inter-racial coonera- 
tion which has hecome widely known 
avd has received the approval of rivht 
minded men in all sections of the 
nation. 

“As will be readily seen from this 
report, the leacue has pavsed beyord 
the state of experiment. That it fills 
n very definite and urerent need and 
ia admirahl- adanted to that end, it 
is believed ro one will he found to 
cuestion.

LEPORTED SUICIDE. 
Berlin, November 10.—Jt is rumor-

There is no verification of the ru- 
mor from any source but Ludendorff’s

President Calls on Nation 
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Washington, November 10.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge tonigh. at the white 
house issued an Armistice day state- 
ment to the American people. 

The statement follows: 

“November llth will be the fifth 
anniversary of the signing of the 
armistice which ended the World war. 
The nations have not yet recovered 
from that great catastrophe, nor will 
they recover for sometime to come. 
But a great deal of progress has been 
made in that direction. Most of the 
millions of soldiers have been returned 
into their civilian occupations, und 
commerc® and industry are tending to- 
ward their pre-war conditions. The 
lapse of time has mellowed the resent- 
ments which arose out of the war 


and has healed many of the wounds | 
that such a struggle was bound to | 


make. 

“It is greatly to be hoped that we 
are on the threshold of a new era. 
The Washington conference, resulting 
in the first practical limitation of 
armaments among the nations of the 
earth, did much to promote peace 


and good will. In our own country, 
rigid economy has brought our. ex- 
penditures within our incqme, and 
brought about a reduction of war 
debts. 

“Our country will remember with 
gratitude on that day those who 
served it with such distinction, and 
renew its resolve to continue ‘o meet 
its obligations to those who puffexsed 
injury from their service. But for 
their action, so patriotically perform- 
ed, Armistice Day would have had 
quite another meaning for us and for 
the world. It will not fail, either, to 
pay the reverence due to the memory 
of those who did not see the end, but 
died that the end might come. 


“It is well, also, to recall just whe‘ 
this day meant. It meant the end 
of a war. It ougbt to mean the per- 


| manent return of a place which can 


only be established through good will, 
and only enjoyed in security when it 
rests on justice. If there is to be 
peace on earth, it will be bevause 
between nations there is justice on 
earth.”

The Hague, November 10.—An 
open letter signed by the forme: 
erown prince, expressing gratitude for

“You offereu me hospitality in you: 
homes and you enabled me to partic 
pate in your love and charm We 
earned te umderstand and respec! 

Now the moment his 
arrived for me to sas xoodby to 
Wieringen. I should like to shake 
hands with you all and thank you 
for all you have done for me. 

“Terrible and difficult gears they 
have been for me, far from my na- 
tive country and family, but they 
| have been rendered agreeable and 
) bearable, thanks to the cordiality amd 
human sympathy of you people in 
Wieringen. 

“I say goodby to you and wish 
all that is best for mrs island for the 
future. Many thanks. Till we meet 
again.” 

The Dutch minister of foreign af- 
fuirs issued a communique. as fol- 
| lows: P 


“The ministers of France, Belgium, 
rreat Britain, Italy and Japap pre- 
| sented, at the request of their govern. 
ments, to Jonkheer van Karnebeek, 
the Dutch minister of foreign affairs. 
a note stating the above mentioned 
governments were confidert that the 
Dutch government was conscious of 
the responsibility assumed by it in 
designating a domicile for the former 
crown prince of Germany und declar- 
ing at the same time, in view of the 
rumors which were current that the 
ex-crown prince was on the point 
of leaving Holland to return to Ger- 
many, their conviction that the Dut«b 
government wouid not hesitate to take 
immediately all special measuree 
which appeared necessary in the pre« 
ent circumstances. 
“Foreign Minister van Karnebeek 
in reply, explained the point of view 
of the Dutch government. After the 
arrival of the ex-crown prince a fixed 
domicile was allotted to him during 
his stay in the country, but the Dutch 
government was not competent to re- 
strain him from leaving the coun- 
try. The position of the ex-crown 
prince is subject to the provision of 
the Dutch law and, moreover, in this 
particular case. there is no question 
of obligation under international law.” 


FORMAL NOTE 
PROTESTED RETURN, 

Paris, November 10.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—A note signed by 
Premier Poincare as proof of action 
taken by the allied council of ambas- 
sadors was delivered to the German 
charge d'affaires yesterday, protesting 
against the return of ex-Crown Prince 
Frederick William to Germany. 

The note read: 

“In the name of the allied govera- 
ments represented in the council of 
ambassadors | have the honor to re- 
quest yot to transmit urgently to 
your government the following note: 

“Press dispatches have announced 
that the German government ‘sad au- 
thorized the ex-crown prince to re- 
turn to Germany. Although the 
exactness of the information has been 
officially confirmed in Berlin the al- 
lied governments refused to believe 
the German gevernment could have 
taken a decision of such gravity. what- 
ever may be the motive advanced to 
justify it. The German government 
can be under no misapprehension re- 
garding the deplorable impression 
such a return would produce in all 
the allied countries, whether it were 
officially authorized or merely tol- 
erated. 

Under these conditions it is the duty 
of allied governments to draw this sit- 
uation to the German government’s 
most serious attention and request 
it to inform them with the briefest 
delay if the information they have re- 
ceived is true.” 


FRENCH DEFENSE 
COUNCIL MEETS. 

Paris, November 10.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)\—The French council 
of national, defense which includes 
Marshal Foch and all the high mili 
tary authorities, met this afternoon at 
the Palace of the Elysees under the 
presidency of President Millerand.,

RESULT OF PUTSCH 
PLEASES STRESEMANN. 

Berlin, wovewsber 10.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Chancellor Strex> 
mann and other government leaders 
give evidence of satisfaction over the 
outcome of the Munich putsch. They 
are inclined to view it as a bless- 
ing in disguise in that it definitely 
disposes of Ludendorff and Flittler 
as further sources of reactionary 
menace, 

The chancellor believes that the 
swiftly liquidated insurrection hos 
been a valuable asset to Germany 
abroad, demonstrating even Bavaria‘’s 
determination to defend the German 
republic against attacks from within 

That a militarist of the “mailed 
fist” variety typified by General Lnd- 
endorff should permit himself to be led 
away as.a culprit implicated in a 
miniature beer hall revolution alter- 
nutely provokes amusement and dis- 
gust in official and political quarters. 
While the military leaders who ‘were 
formerly associated with him on the 
German general staff are inclined to 
give him their sympathy, they express 
amazement that an officer of his rank 
and military antecedents should have 
submitted to such humiliation as was 
heaped upon him yesterday. A rank- 
ing officer in such a predicament in 
any other country would have com- 
mitted suicide, say many of those who 
formerly were inclined to hold a brief 
for the general. Nevertheless, official 
quarters are convinced.that Luden- 
dorff has now been eliminated ‘ defi- 
nitely from German internal politics 
regaidiess of the further trend of the 
relations between Berlin and Munich. 

Opinion here holds that Ludendorff 
is guilty of high treason under which 
charge he is answerable to the special 
court established for the defense of the 
republic. In this case he would face 
& severe prison sentence or even the 
death penalty,

Six years ago this nation was ab- 
sorbed in the bitterest and most unl- 
versal war known to history. : 

Men, war implements, commodities 
and other necessities were being 
shipped to a foreign land to protect 
otber nations that were being crush 
ed out of existence by another more 
powerful and tyrannical governmert 

At this time the whole nation was 
concentrating on the thought of de- 
stroying this tyrant and his govern- 
ment, and al! the resources of this 


inspired by the thoucrt 
that they not only were defendine 
American richts and bringing added 
honor to their flag, but they were 
advancing civilization, removing the 
source of all future wars and acting 
the part of good Samaritan to the 
wronged and injured sister nations. 

Endured Hardships. 

With such high ideals, these bovs 
endured the intensive training in 
camps; endured the severance from 
fovea ones: sacrific®l home and conr 
forts for the hardships of mivitars 
iife. faced every conceivable dang-r 
and death itself: closed their bus’- 
ness Louses or offices or shops. and 
left their colleges and all other occu- 
pations that meant.their opportunity 
in life, and willinely accepted the 
horrors of the battlefield in their 
stead, and, if necessary, death in the 
foreign trenches. 

They fulfilled their mission to the 
entire satisfaction of the whole na- 
tion. They added glory to the al- 
realy glorious records of this nation * 
they had saved the weaker nations 
from elimination; they had trans- 
formed the barbarous maxim that 
“might is right’ into the twentieth 
century motto that “richt is might.” 
And they believed that the victory 
which their valor had accomplished 
woukd advance civilization, prevent 
future wars and unite the nations of 
the world int» a closer relationshin 
by creating a hetter noderctor tna 
emong them. and advance the inter 
ests of all concerned, politicaliy, cow 
mercially and religiously. 

Those who did not survive died in 
the consciousness that they were en- 
gaved in fhe greatest and most yval- 
uable missionary work ever inauv- 
rated, and these who returned came 
back overjoyed and exnitant and 
praising their nation as the greatest 
on earth,*and they considered them- 
se!ves the most fortunate of men to 
have been horn and reared under the 
Stars and Stripes. 

War Already Over. 

The armistice which we recall with 
so much pride, and too often revard- 
ed as the great “finale” of the wor!d 
war, only meant that hostilities had 
ceased for the time and unti’ a pro- 
sram for suitable settlement among 
nations could -be arranged. In real. 
ity the war was already won, the en- 
emy conquered and fully eornizant of 
the fact and ready to accept any plan 
whereby furthe~ invasion into German 
territory could be interrupted. 

The terms submitted to the enemy 
nations, in the document known as 
the “armistice.” simply disarmed and 
disabled Germany to prevent an’y re 
newal of hostilities until the proper 
document. looking to the hest inter 
ests of all nations, could be framed 
and adopted. 

The entire world, weary and 
noverished and bleeding from war's 
destruction, received the glad word 
with thankszivine and praise and pre- 
ceeeied to celebrate with hilarious joy 


im 


velopment—without a frien? and in 
deep despair. 

Why would not tnis nation feel hon- 
ored to be a power in the league of 
nations? 

How was it possible for there tv 
have been suc’: a “change of face” in 
this far-reaching concern? 

May it not have been but a mis- 
understanding or wrong conception 
of the idea and a failure te grasp 
the full significance of the plan? 
War-weary and sick and the associa- 
tion of the very word, armistice, with 
war must have caused this great 
oversight of our own interests, as 
weil as our responsibilities to ail otp 
er nations. 


Getting Clearer Vision. . 

But we are now, after five year;, 
getting a clearer visicn, as the war 
clouds have passed away, an’ as we 
note the misery, distress and injus-

Ancient Rival at Nashville 


Tennessee Starts Offense in Final Period 
That Finally Nets One Marker; 
Final Score Was 51 to 7. 


Nashville, Tenn., November 10.— 
Regaining all of the power and 
smoothness with which it had started 
the 1923 season, the Vanderbilt Com- 
modore became a fierce officer of war 
today, annihilating the University of 
Tennessee here by a score of 51 to 7, 

Not until the final period did Ten- 
nessee advance as far as the Vander- 
bilt 25-yard line. Fighting back with 
remarkable courage, the invaders 
plunged and passed their way to the 
Commodore three-yard line and then 
forward passed over the goal line for 
their only touchdown, 

What Vanderbilt had failed to dis- 
play against Michigan, Texas and 
other teams of the year, it showed in 
one fierce sweep today—a mauling of- 
fensive and an unstoppable series of 
broken field runs under perfect inter- 
ference. There was no heading of the 
McGugin machine as it swept its way 
to seven touchdowns, kicked all but 
one goal after touchdown, and edded 
to the pile of scoring totals with a 
drop kick from field. 

Long, thrilling runs came with such 
frequency that they almost passed be- 
yond being features. Gil Reese alone 
outran the Tennessee team for five 
touchdowns, while Captain Kubn and 
Rountree scored two others, and 
Wakefield once dropped kick. 

Vanderbilt gained 468 yards from 
the line of scrimmage. Of the total 
Reese, brilliant halfback, was respon- 
sible for 214 yards. In the first few 
minutes of play, he raced 70 yards 
through the entire enemy team for a 
touchdown. Again he ran 45 yards 
and once more 29 yards, across the 
Tennessee goal line. Twenty-five yard 
runs were frequently made throughout 
the game- by him. Red Rountree, 
other Vandy half, ran 63 yards for a 
touchdown in the third period. 

Bomer, Sharp, Reeves were im- 
penetrable walls for Tennessee charges, 
while Lowe alone brought down from 
Knoxville a class of football akin to 
brilliance. 

Tennessee came here expected by 
many to shatter Vanderbilt’s remain- 
ing hope of contending for the South- 
ern title, and went away beaten 
worse than they have been by a Van- 
derbilt eleven in 14 years. In view 
of today’s victory, Vanderbilt was 
wildly conceded a favorite over Geor- 
gia in anticipation of next Saturday's 
battle between the two.

For more than thirty years ‘Old 
Bill” bas been the vost notorious 
boo r in all northwest Georgia. 
He has been arrested titerally bun- 
dreds of times and har been sent to 
“do time” more times than he or +"y- 
one else knows. His face and his 
record are known to not only every 
officer of the law but to every court 
official in a half dozen counties, 

To Bill, a term in the chainsang 
meant nothing. It did not interrupt 
his illicit sales of liquor, even. e 
would continue to sel) it—not only to 
fellow prisoners, but on more ‘Lan 
one occasion, report fee it, to guards 
and others. Where he got it and how 
—only Bill knows. 

Six months ago Bill was arrested 
again. Once more he had been caught 
“with the goods on h.m.” He at- 
tempted no defense. “None was /os- 
sible.

, Now, having legal right to the sum 
fixed at Paris and in London, France 
is under no compulsion of any sort to 
modify it. There is no question as to 
‘the legality of her demand for pay- 
ment. But Germany has defaulted 
vpon the obligation and France has, 
ag 2 consequence, in company with 
Belgium and in agreement with Italy, 
seized the Ruhr. She has proceeded 
to take judgment against her debtor 
and has laid hands upon his most im- 
portant asset. There is, to be sure, 
question as to the legality of this step, 
but it is defended by French and 
Belgian jurists, recognized by three 
out of the four German creditors as 
legal and is at best a matter of dispute 
between lawyers. From the French 
point of view, which is not subject 
to any review by any court, it is legal. 

Now, in this situation the British 
government, one of the allies and one 
of the signatories to the treaty of 
Versailles, has engaged in a long op- 
eration which has been designed in

‘Ruhr Campaign 
German Defeat. 


Meantime a long campaign has 
been fought between Germany. on the 
one hand and France and Belgium on 
the other which had for its occasion 
the effort of the Germans by passive 
resistance to compel the occupying 
nations to withdraw from the Ruhr. 
This German resistance, too, has been 
largely strengthened by British oppo- 
sition to French policy and British 
neutrality in the combat: that is, by 
British refusal to go into the Ruhr 
ith the French and the Belgians and 
ritish efforts to get the French out. 
But the Ruhr campaign has ended 
in a complete German defeat. The 
Germans have failed, although they 
have bankrupted themselves in the 


effort, to compe! the French to retire 
and they have been obliged to sur- 
render unconditionally. ut at this 
stage the British have once more un- 
dertaken to raise the whole discussion 
of the sum of German reparations. 
They maintain that if Germany is 
to be saved from political disintegra- 
tion and economic ruin there must be 
prompt agreement upon a sum which 
Germany can pay, an evacuation of 


to Germany from the outside world.

Now when the battle between 
French and British policies over Ger- 
many had gone on for the whole year 
and the French policy had triumphed 
as a consequence of German collapse, 
the British found themselves, in a po- 
sition of extreme humiliation and im- 
pétence.

You gay the 
whole thing if you say that the Cur- 
zon invitatiop to Mr. Hughes, the 
British appeal to the United States, 
was the final sritish effort to block 
French policy and compel it 10 change 
its character. 

Now Poincare is far too astute a 
statesman ever to have mistaken the 
situation. For him Mr. Hughes’ in- 
tervention meant no more and no 
less than that the British had been 
able to persuade the Americans to 
take the British view and te join 
Britain in attempting to compel 
France to change its course. There- 
fore for Poincare the Hughes opera- 
ition was a hostile move, although he 
was bound in the nature of things to 
accept it on the surface as a friendly 
more of a friendly nation. 

He had, then, to transform the 
Hughes proposal while giving no obvi- 
ous ground for offense to the United 


States. He could see with utmost 
clarity that a conference to discuss 
the sum of reparations, in which there 
would participate nations which had 
no stake in reparations or only a minor

Seates and Italy, might easily, since 
stake in the German markets, agree 
upon reductions of the sum of repara- 
tions without regard to French inter- 
ests.

Now, it must be clear from the fore- 


| going that Mr. Hughes’ original ges- 
ture was based either upon an acci- 
dental or a deliberate misapprelension 
of M. Poincare’s position. Either 
the secretary of state must have be-

Yet it must be equally clear that ip 
either case Mr, Hughes was mistaken, 
for from the very outset M. Poincare 


made plain that his opposition to any 
general conference was absolute and 
that his consent to k&ny discussion 
could be had only on terms which were 
from the American and British points 
of view fatal. What American and 
Britain, as represented by Mr. Hughes 
and Lord Curzon, desired was a dis- 
russion and settlement of reparations; 
what M. Poincare would consent ta 
was a discussion of the amount Ger- 
many might be asked to pay on the 
eet already fixed, at the present 
our. 


Now you must see the situation that 
the Poincare move left the American 
secretary of state. He had steadily» 


maintained every since his New Ha 
ven speech that it was useless to un 
dertake to force American interven- 
tion upon Europe. As George Harvey 
paraphrased that view, he did not 
believe that the United States coulda 
break in the door te Europe, but he 
did insist to all hia critics that we 
were ready to participate when asked 
and what was needed to bring us was 
in reality only French consent, the 
absence of which had blocked the New 
Haven proposal. 


The Curzon note and the firm 
French comments supplied Mr. 
Hughes with a basis for assumption 


that at last the door had been opened 
to us. He did assume, however, 
wisely, that he could safely accept 
this as evidence of the withdrawal! o 
French opposition. So we embarked 
upon the adventure of the new par- 
ticipation in European_affairs. ut 
we were no sooner embarked than the 
later Poincare pronouncements indi- 
cated that there had been no with- 
drawal of French opposition and that 
France had never modified her posi- 
tion, whien was insistence upon the 
payment by Germany of the whole 
of the sum assessed against her. 


Then the alternative was put up 
to Mr. Hughes to “follow through,” 
as Lloyd George advised him, which 


meant attempting in company with 
Britain to join 
France into yielding and in a with 
drawal from an adventure which wae 
already beginning to rouse violent do 
mestie criticism from such irreconcila 
bles as Medill McCormick and Hiram 
Johnson. It was no longer ible 
to maintain that France, like Britain, 
wanted the of conference we 
were prepared tu join in, namely, to 
fix the sum of rations. We could

Our position was further compli- 
cated, as always, by the matter of 
debts. Mr. Hughes announced at the 
outset that the conference could not 
‘diseuss debts because our position 
was not only taken but the executive 
branch of the government had no au- 
thority in the premises. But from 
the French, from the European point 
of view generally, we could not refuse 
to discuss debts which concerned us 


to agree to readjust the matter of 
reparations which concerned them. 


The point lies all in the assumption 
by Mr. Hughes and by the American 
public generally not only that Europe 
wanted American help but that the 


help that America was prepared to 
give was what was desired by Enu- 
rope. This was not and never will 
be the case. Britain wants our aid 
against France to restrain French 
policy in Germany and to save Ger- 
many in the interests of legitimate 
British concerns. France wants our 
aid against Germany to enable France 
to collect her claims. And Germany 
wants our aid against both Britain 
and France to enable her to escape 
from the whole burden of reparations 
and the whole consequences of five 
years of evasion. 

To go to Europe under those con- 
ditions is necessarily to go as the ally 
of France, of Britain or of Germany, 
and in the present situation to go as 
the ally of Britain against France, 
for it is Britain who wants us to 
come and France who is opposed to 
any participation by us, because all 
participation, so long as we are un- 
willing to promise military protection 
against a fresh German attack or 
financial aid through the cancellation 
of French debts to us, must in the 
nature of things appear to the French 
no more than an aggression against 
them, a consent to march with Britain 
against France.

ticipate. He very skillfully avoided 
the trap which had been set for him 
of finding himself after or during a 
conference devoted to dealing with the 
whole subject of reparationg isolated 
and assailed as Briand was at Wash- 
ington, when he stood out against the 
submarine policy of Hughes and Bal- 
four. Instead he put French public 
opinion solidly behind him by indicat- 
ing ke would not allow French 
claims to be reduced. 

France, Frenchmen generally, favors 
any international conference which 
will help France collect her debts, but 
no conference which aims 
French claims. M. Poincare’s maneu- 
ver put it up to the British and the 
Americans to indicate whether they 
'were favoring a conference to help 
France collect German debts or to air 
Germany in escaping from payment of 
a substantial part of what she owed 
France. Quite obviously if the Brit- 
ish and Americans chose the former 
line, then it would end all chance of 
achieving anything they had hoped 
to achieve while, if they chose the 
latter, all France would back M, 
Poincare in his stand against the con- 
ference itself. 


America Adopted 
Wrong Views.

M. Poincare on his part was forced 
to consent to the holding of an inter- 
national meeting, which he did not 
want, because he could not invite 
criticism at home as long as there 
was the smallest basis for believing 
that there was money or profit for 
France in such a meeting. 
to consent in principle to an interna- 
| tional discussion and then smoke out 
his British and American friends as 
to the character of the proposed meet-~ 
ing. _ Just as soon as he was able 
to indicate that French interests were 
imperiled and French rights were not 
to be supported. he was able to maneu- 
ver again. To do this he steadily 
im posed limiting conditions for the dis- 
cussion, each condition bottomed not 
alone on French interests but French 
public opinion. 

It was true, as our state departmett 
assumed, that M. Poincare was making 
his speeches with a view to his do- 
mestic public opinion, but it was not 
that he was seeking to reconcile that 
public opinion to the meeting. but, 
on the contrary, he was educating it 
to see that the meetine menaced 


French interests and could not ad- 
vance them. 


Now it must be perfectly clear to 
the mass of the American people that 
the idea of such a conference as Mr.

ig repugnant to France, that France 
will neither consent to its taking 
place nor regard it as anyth'ng but 
a new triumph-of British diplomacy 
in enlisting American support. I am 
not suggesting this is the case..I am 
only insisting that this is the Avay it 
wil] look to the French, particularly 
in view of Lloyd George’s presence 
and utterances in the United States. 

If we still insist upon continuing 
the negotiations and do send experts 
to Paris, not only will they be bound 
by the terms of the agreement for the 
conference indicated by’ M. Poincare, 
but they will from first to last be 
watched with suspicion by French 
public opinion and, if they agree with 
the British in opposition to the 
French at any or all points, the re- 
sult will be *hé consolidating nt the 
weakening, of French public support 
of its own p-emiler. 


Poincare has so manoenvred the 


matter that it is now a question 
whether the United States \ ill join 


Britain in imposing an unpopular 
course upon France, which cannot in 
any event be imposed, because there is 
no machinery for coercion, or bandon 
the whole enterprise. If we pursue the 
former course, then all sorts of compli- 
cations may follow with every sem- 
blance of isolation while you are en- 
gaged in the reality of participation; 
if we adopt the latter, Poincare will 
quite justly claim a new victory for 
his resistance to British efforts and

It is the belief of Mr. Nicolson that 
the fact that the poems of Tennyson 
met with a nation-wide approval and 
brought their author material Ls sen 
perity was incidental. He finds a 
reason deeply Freudian for the tri- 
umph of the instructional bard, the 
man with a “mission,” a reason more 
fundamental than the earnestly in- 
stilled insistence of the Cambridge 
Apostles upon a “conscience and an - 
aim.” One of the most powerful of 
emotions is fear—doubly powerful in 
the psychological content of a man 
whose emotional- nature was far more 
highly developed than his intellect, 
and whose sensitiveness was that of a 
“morbid and unhappy mystic.” : 

“For Tennyson was afraid of @ 
great many things: predominantly he - 
was afraid of death, and sex. and God, 
And in all these marters he bas en- 
deavored instinctively to sublimate his 
fears by enunciating the beliefs he de- 
sired to feel. by dwelling upon 80- 
lutions by which he would like to be: 
convineed.” 

In this way Mr. Nicoison accounts .

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Disappearance of Small 


OUR years have passéd since 

Ambrose Small disappeared 

from Toronto, and not a 

trace of him has been dis- 

covered. In one respect it 

is the most interesting of all 

the recent causes of disappearance, be- 

cause Small was a man of great pos- 

sessions and had no temptation to- 

wards suicide or evasion. His estate, 

which is still pending proof of his 

death, amounts to little less than two 
million dollars. 

He began life as a newsboy. By a 
combination of purpose, shrewdness 
and hard work he became the owner 
of a chain of theaters in eastern Can- 
ada and on the very day of his’ dis- 
appearance he completed the largest 
business deal of his life when he sold 
the whole of his theatrical interests 
to the Trans-Canada Theaters, Ltd., 
for $1,000,000. His movements on 
that eventful day were as follows: He 


went to the barber to be shaved and. 


glanced at his watch, the only watch 
he ever carried, as if he were in a 
hurry. He had, in fact,.only just 
time to get to his office to complete 
the deal. There he met his attorney, 
a London solicitor named W. M. 
Flock, and they proceeded to 
treat with the representatives 
of the purchasing syndicate. 
A check for one million dol- 
lars was paid over and at 3 
p. m. he deposited this in a 
Toronto bank for collection. 

He was last seen by his 
employees a little after 3 
p. m. in the neighborhood of 
his office. At 9 p. m. he 
bought a newspaper in Ade- 
laide street from a newsboy 
who knew him well. That 
was the last time he was seen 
but there was one very Cu- 
rious fact. The watch he 
always carried and which 
the barber saw him consult 
in the morning was found 
under his pillow at his home 
—although his wife and her 
servants testified that his bed 
had not been slept in. 

Four weeks passed before Mrs. 
Small reported his disappearance to 
the police and offered a reward of 
$500 for information concerning him, 
This she increased afterwards to $50,- 
000 and that reward still stands. Small 
cannot be declared legally dead for 
seven years and Mrs, Small has not 
been able to touch a penny of the 
capital which has been increased by 
a further $800,000—the balance of 
the purchase money. It isa large bait 
to tempt a living wanderer to come 
home. In the meantime Small him- 
self has not drawn upon his bank. 

On January, 10, 1920, five week- 
after Small’s disappearance, an event 
occurred which may or may not have 
had a bearing on the case. His 
trusted secretary, John Doughty, dis- 
appeared as suddenly as his employer. 
This mystery was cleared up on the 
23rd of the following November when 
Doughty was discovered working in 
the Hawley Paper mills in Obregon, 
where he had been for several months. 
He was brought back and charged 
the theft of bonds Valued at 
$105,000, which had been left by 
Small in his charge. He revealed the 
place where he had hidden them and 
they were recovered. Doughty pro- 
fessed to know nothing of his employ- 
er’s disappearance, and said that he

had run away only because he saw a 
chance of stealing the bonds. He was 
convicted of larceny and sent to 
prison. 


OW let us turn to Mrs. Small. 
Last year she went into court 

and applied to have her husband de- 
clared legally dead and the estate 
turned over to her! The application 
was dismissed with costs on March 26 
last. Both before and after the dis- 
appearance Mrs. Small stated that 
there had been domestic unhappiness 
since 1917, when she discovered that 
the husband, in his numerous jour- 
neys on theater business, had been ac- 
companied by women. She said that 


“she had forgiven him. She mentioned 


one woman in particular, Clara Smith, 
who was afterwards found in Minne- 
apolis and questioned without _re- 


sult. It cannot be said that Mrs. 
Small showed any very great concern 
about her husband’s disappearauice, 
however much she may have forgiven 
him. Her chief preoccupation ap- 
peared to be to get him declared 
legally dead at the earliest possible 
moment in order that she might be 
put in possession of his estate. 

She would have been well advised 
not to have applied to the court two 
years before the statutory allowance 
of time, for some very mysterious 
and suggestive admissions were made 
during the hearing. Among the most 
intimate business associates of Small 
was a man named Tom Flynn, who 
said that he was a betting commis- 
sioner. He testified that Mrs. Small 
had telephoned to him on the night 
after the disappearance, saying “Small 
is gone.’”’ He replied, “Don’t be 
fussy; give the man some liberty.” 

“Can’t you help me find Ambrose? 
He can have all the girls he wants.” 


Questioned about this alleged con- 
versation, Mrs. Small said that she 
thought that her husband had eloped 
with Clara Smith. This was elicited 
by an attorney who represented 
Small’s two sisters, the only other 
claimants to the eState. Mrs. Small 
went on to say that her husband had 
asked her to help him get rid of 


Clara Smith. Then the attorney put 
this question to her: 


6 ID your husband write a letter 
to another man in 1917 mak- 
ing accusations against-him?” 


‘“‘My husband was in the power of 
a designing woman who passed as 
Mrs. Kelso and there was a diaboli- 
cal plot that she might stay in this 
city.

Tom Flynn was re-called and he 
said, “It was suggested by Mrs. Small 
that somebody had been a party to a 
diabolical plot to accomplish some- 
thing with her to enable some woman 
to remain in Toronto.

CCORDING to Flynn, Small had 
4 made large bets on the race 
course and had won sometimes as 
much as $15,000 in one week. 

Now, there was a half brother of 
the missing man called Percy Small, 
who was employed at Small’s Grand 
Opera house. The manager of this 
theater, James Cowan, testified that 
Small had asked him to discharge his 
half brother, Percy, who now came 
forward and expressed his belief that 
Small had been murdered in his of- 
fice some time between -6:30 and 
9 p. m. on the day of his disappear- 
ance. This appeared to be mere con- 
jecture, for he was never able to 
suggest how the body could have 
There was, of 
course, the usual crop of imaginary 
testimony. For example, George 
Soucy, superintendent of the Electri- 
cal Power company, swore the four 
days after the disappearance he saw 
Small in an automobile, which flew 
past him at great speed pinned down 
by three persons whom he did not 
recognize. There was certain con- 
flicting evidence. For example, Pat- 
rick Regan, Small’s tailor, swore that 

he had been warned by Mrs. 
Small to say nothing about 
the disappearance of the key 
to Small’s. desk which he 
thought he had left in a 
pocket of a suit of clothes 
which he had sent to be 
pressed. Mrs. Small denied 
this. 

Then there was the evi- 
dence of the _ detective, 
Mitchell, who had worked 
on the case from the begin- 
ning and who said in court 
that he knew a seventy-acre 
plot where the body of 
Small had been buried, but 
he refused to say where this 
was. It was he who had ar- 
rested Doughty, the abscond- 
ing secretary. There was 

the further curious circumstances 
that on August 11, 1922, Mitchell 
caused the arrest of Herbert King, 
alias Max Phillips, in the remote vil- 
lage of Perce, Quebec, on a charge 
of having abducted Ambrose Small. 
li appeared that King, who had been 
traveling with a woman in an auto- 
mobile under the name of Dr. Gray, 
registered at the Place Vigor hotel in 
Montreal on October 6, 1921, stating 
that they had come from Rochester. 
The car bore an Ontario license, 
which aroused suspicion. They left 
without paying their bill or removing 
their effects. In a small satchel was 
a letter written by the woman who 
called herself Mrs. Gray, addressed to 
a Toronto man, which contained the 
following passage:

Late in the afternoon, tired, hungry 
and in no pleasant mood, I met 
Hough. I found him smiling and hap- 
py.

In return for this I received the 
weekly wages of one pound and was 
allowed to sleep in the store. I in- 
variably camped on the dry goods 
counter; and | still have a vivid re- 
collection of the smell of the ready- 
made trousers that nightly served as 
my pillow. 

My employer’s first move was to 
test my honesty, which he did in such 
a transparent manner that it was truly 
laughable. The first few days that | 
swept out the store I found pieces of 
money on the floor; and once he gave 
me a basket of eggs to count in which 
I discovered a half-crown. 


After a few weeks my wages were 
increased to a pound and ten shillings. 


For awhile I rose with the sun, fed 
my horses, loaded my wagon, and 
drove off merrily to make my bush 
deliveries. Twice a week I took the 
main wagon road leading northward, 
dropping my heterogeneous cargo at 
the little townships and pubs as far 
as Purnamoota, where I camped for 
the night and returned next day. On

learned much about ores, minerals, 
hanging walls, leads, indications, and 
so forth, : 


After a brief time | gave up sleep- 
ing in Mr. Hobbs’ store, and with 
Griffiths for a partner, I attached one 
of the deserted huts and went to 


housekeeping, or, as they say there, 
went ‘‘baching.” Griffith being out 
of work, and unable, therefore, to 


share expenses, evened thingsup by 
doing the cooking. He was a fine 
fellow and I felt extraordinarily for- 
tunate in having found so good a 


chum. And I have never regretted 
that I knew him, even though his hab- 
its annoyed me (he drank rather hard, 
unfortunately), and in spite of the 
fact that, after a month or so, he and 
the first new pair of trousers I was 
able to buy disappeared together. 


Notwithstanding the large number 
of visitors I used to feed, I saved 


money. -As at the end of some four 
months I had eight pounds that I did 
not know what to do with, I began to 
look around for a good investment. 
I decided to “take up” an acre of land 
outside the township limits, and there 
build a residence. This, on the face 
of it may seem an undertaking out 
of proportion to my means. I hasten, 
therefore, to explain that the residence 
was to be merely a hole in the ground 
with a roof over it, and that the cost 
of the land, survey and registration 
included, would be but two pounds. 
Houses of this kind, partly on the 
score of economy, and party because 
of their coolness, were common in 
Silverton. 


OR the carrying out of this pro- 
ject | took into partnership a 
fair-haired young Londoner by the 
name of Frank Morse. He was about 
my age, and he worked in an auction- 
eer’s office. As he had no money, I 
agreed to stand the expenses on con- 
dition that he would help me build the 
house and pay his share when he was 
able.

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Teaching the Chorus Its Trade 


A Chorus Girl Has to Learn to Dramatize Herself, 
After She’s Obliterated All\Idea of Her Own 
Importance—Everything, From Her Success 
on the Stage to Her Success in Matrimony, 
Depends on This, According to Fa- 
mous Theatrical Produéer.

WISH I’d been a chorus 
girl!” 

I overheard that remark 
not long ago, one evening 
in a New York theater. The 
speaker looked like 4 young 

matron from one of the more pros- 
perous suburbs; she was beautifully 
dressed, and quite obviously had lit- 
tle to think of save her own comfort. 
I was glad that I couldn’t help over- 
hearing what else she had-to say on 
the subject. 

“Chorus girls have such a good 
time,’’ she went on, in an envious 
tone. ‘They don’t have to do much 
—just sing and dance—and everyone 
wants to know them. If I had a 
daughter to marry off, I’d certainly 
try to get her into the chorus of a 
big musical revue.” 

“They don’t have to do much— 
just sing and dance’’—that was what 
caught my ear. It was all 1 could do 
to restrain myself from telling that 


young woman what a mistake she 
was making. For dancing and sing- 
ing are just a very small part of what 
a chorus girl has to do, and know. 
And if the rest of her supposition was 
right—that a chorus girl has plenty 
of matrimonial chances—why, then I 
was certainly right in my knowledge 
of what a chorus girl has to know. 
For if being in the chorus throws a 
certain glamor about a girl, the rea- 
Sen for that glamor lies not in the 
fact that she’s in the chorus, but in 
hcr knowing what she has to know in 
order to hold her place there. 

That may sound rather complicated, 
but ‘t’s simple enough. 


OUR own experience will prove 

that I’m right. You’ve gone to 
amateur entertainments, of course. 
And. you must have seen any number 
of performers who sang or recited 
or played the piano or violin well, 
possibly as well as many professionals. 
But somehow their acts dida't ‘‘go.” 
They just didn’t get over the foot- 
lights. Perhaps you’ve seen such 
people at amateur nights, at vaude- 
ville houses. If you’d ever come to 
one of the try-outs that I hold when 
I’m staging a show, you’d have seen 
them in large numbers. Talented, 
yes—but what of it? Talent is one 
thing, and learning to put it over is 
another. 

To digress just a moment. In this 
year’s edition of ‘““The Greenwich Vil- 
lage Follies’’ there is a boy called 
Buddy West. 
who dances and sings. He’s been 
“stopping the show,”’ as it’s called in 
Broadway slang—which means that 
audiences like his work so much and 
applaud him so long and vigorously 
that his encores hold up the progress 
of the performance. He has all kinds 
of talent, but what’s almost more im- 
portant, he knows how to catch the 
people on tke other side of the foot- 
lights with it 


He’s just a youngster, 


Now, that’s one of the things a 
chorus girl has to know. 


For example, let’s suppose that 
eight or ten chorus girls who appear 
in a number like our song called 
“Lovey” go through a sort of panto- 
mime. Two of the principals sing it, 
and the girls fill it out with the panto- 
mime. If they just 
went through the 
motions there 
wouldn’t be much 
point to the whole 
thing. Every 
movement they 
make has to tell, 
if that song is go- 
ing to hold its 
place, for when 
there are many 
important people 
in a _ production 
and there isn’t 
room for all the

the program, 
the numbers 
that you- do 
keep have to 4 


be doubly _ effective. 


O the chorus has to 
be taught its trade 
efficiently. The girls 
who appear in_ that 
number have to drama- 
tize_ everything that 
they do; they have to 
make a_ background 
for that song 
in their own 
imaginations, 
and hold it 
there strong=~ 
ly enough so 
that the au- 
dience is go- 
ing to make 
one, too.

and then when you get there are 
about as interesting as pictures on 
the wall—rather dull pictures! 

And you girls on whom boys call— 
how many of them seem to have real 
personality? Don’t you know a good 
many of whom your fathers and 
mothers say: “But he’s such a nice 
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young fellow! Why, he has a won- 
derful future—just see how well he 
did in school, and he has such a good 
position now!’’ They can’t see why 
you don’t like him. And you’d lots 
rather go with some boy who barely 
scraped through college and feels that 
his work encroaches terribly on his 
leisure! 

Most of ihe interesting people in 
the world have learned to dramatize 
themselves. I don’t mean that they’re 
insincere, or artificial, but just that- 
they’ve made themselves a_ back- 
ground, in their own minds, and live 
up to it. It’s like a game, perhaps— 
a good game, too. 

The chorus girls in a big show have 
to learn to do it right from the start. 
After they’ve learned the dance that 
goes with a song, or the pantomime 
that goes with it, we labor with tears 
and prayers, figuratively spe#king, to 
‘“‘put some snap into int’’—that is, to 
fill in the background. 


If that isn’t filled in, the chorus 
isn’t going to keep the song from 
being a flop—to use more Broad- 
wayese. 


NOTHER thing we have to teach 

chorus girls is to obliterate them- 
selves; that is, to obliterate the per- 
sonality they’ve been going through 
life with. 

-Don’t misunderstand this. IL don’t 
mean that personality isn’t important 
in the chorus; far from it. It’s one 
of the things that a girl must have 
to get into the chorus at all; you’ve 
heard that said over and over again, 
of course. 

This is what | mean: 

Nearly all young people, and a 
good many older ones, have a false 
idea of their own personality. Girls 
are likely to be influenced by fash- 
ions; they make types of themselves. 
30ys are influenced by men whom 
they admire—just as many girls are 
influenced, too, by women they look 
up to, on account of their success. 

Now, that’s all wrong. I think that 
everyone can learn from others, of 
course, but that doesn’t mean that 
you must follow your idol slavishly, 
any more than it means that a woman 
should become a slave to a mode that 
isn’t becoming to her, simply because

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The Personal Story of a Noted American Writer Who 2¢rs already there,” so one of the 
Worked Amid Spies and Bayonet-Armed Sentries 
in That Powder Magazine of Europe, the Ruhr. 


Here is the second of a series of arti- 
cles describing the state of mind of the 
workers in the Ruhr. Whiting Wil- 
liams, American sociologist, went to 
work in the Ruhr mines to find out 
what the men thought. His articles are 
a remarkable picture of conditions in 
the period of great stress leading up to 
and including the last half of Septem- 
ber. : 


ERE for more than a year we 
miners worked regularly an 
extra shift and a half every 
week, just in order to help 
meet France’s reparation de- 
mands. That meant an ex- 

tra million tons every month. - And 

then, just because they found us a 

few hundred tons short, they march 

in upon us to make us slaves.”’ 


| had hardly got my pick into my 
hand, in the guise of a visiting mining 
student, before my companions began 
to do precisely what I had hoped for: 
tell me their troubles. 


I would give a lot if somehow I 
could paint some of the pictures which 
these recent days have given me down 
“inside.’”? Pictures framed in the si- 
lent darkness of Germany’s second 
largest mine. Pictures illuminated by 
the scanty light of a half dozen miner’s 
safety lamps hung perhaps from a 
cross-timber above us as we worked 
on the shining face of our “black 
gold,’’ or else placed securely between 
our feet as we stopped for a breath- 
ing spell in the entry, while a com- 
panion or two lay on their sides in 
the narrow two-foot seam which 
pitched, at an angle of 50 degrees, 
down into the darkness below us. 

“Yes, I should be working now in- 
stead of talking,” said an old man 
who has been digging in these veins 
for more than thirty years, ‘‘but, un- 
happily, I find that I must rest more 
often nowadays. The reason is that 
I can no longer afford meat every 
day, as of course I used to, back in 
the good old days before that awful 
war. Now—ha! Well, if 1 can have 
a little of the precious stuff of a Sun- 
day, | thank the dear God.”’ 

‘‘Back in those days you could get 
a suit of clothes for less than five 
shifts of work,” broke in a younger 
chap who had just left his lamp down 
by the chute where he filled his cars 
with the coal that came from our 
picks. He spoke so suddenly and so 
vehemently from out of the blackness 
that | jumped. “But now—now you 
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you discover any stockings?” in- 
quired a husky fellow, as he took his 
bare feet from the heavy wooden 
shoes in which a large proportion of 
the miners work. 


“Yesterday,” testified another, “‘ 
saw a woman crying in a store. She 


had come in with the 15 millions 
they had asked for the shirt her man 
must have if he was longer to go out 
of the house. But she found’that the 
same shirt had gone up from the day 
before-to 25 millions. The poor old 
woman, she just sat down and cried.” 


I confess that more than once in 
such discussions I have found it hard 
to keep back the tears. 


Of course, it is easy to wave all 
these testimonies off as so much prop- 


aganda. But anyone who has worked 


deep down underground knows that 
somehow when. men get together, 
stripped to the waist, with their picks 


or shovels or sledges in their hands— 
when their lamps shine into each 
other’s faces or are reflected back 
from the little streams of sweat that 
flow down their naked chests—heart 
somehow contrives to speak to heart 
in a voice which leaves no room for 
doubting. 
So one mys-

“With me,” he explained in be- 
tween his showing me how I could get 
down my coal with less hand work 
and more head work, “‘with me, I sim- 
ply have no taste for my job here un- 


less I have a little tobacco on my 


tongue. So I make money by buying 


tobacco, because with it I get more 


coal. Perhaps some people drink 
beer because without 
it they would lose all 
taste for work—and 
also, in these sad 
days, for even life it- 
self.” 

So I have found 
that among theSe, as 
among most hard 
hand-workers _ else- 
where, the first imter- 
est has to be given 
not to political dis- 
putes bu. to the sharp 
problem of getting 
enough to eat and 
wear. 

Even these wages 
which are constantly 
outrun by the soar- 
ing costs of faod and 
clothes have ~ come 
only after days and 
weeks of disorder. As a part of the 
general program of passive resistance 
a number of pits here were the scene 
of the workers’ ‘“‘strike of crossed

arms.” In this mine, for instance, 
the men went down underground but 
refused to work... When their foreman 
became too insistent the miners went 
up “outside,” armed themselves with 
sticks and then sent in word that the 
bosses should come out. When these 
walked out of the cages of the hoist 
above ground, they were forced to 
pass through a line of many heavy 
blows. 


O this outrage the management 

responded with a lockout. Af- 
ter some days the extremists were 
tamed, a compromise arranged and 
work resumed. Today, it is one of the 
few mines in operation simply because 
it can send coal into Holland by means 
of one of the railway lines not taken 
over or torn up by the French. But 
today, also, they may have to close 
down almost any hour because the 
military authorities practically pre- 


vent their securing the powder without 
which the work is too laborious in the 
hard veins, 

“We do not sleep two nights in the 
same place, to avoid being put in 
prison along with various other man-

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superintendents told me. 


“In mine after mine, also, as in 
every other place, every conceivable 


effort is almost daily made by the 
soldiers to prevent the management 


from getting the money for pay day. 
“A short time ago,” so one of the 


workers told me, ‘‘our bosses were ar- 
rested by the French 
just as they were tak- 
ing the week’s sup- 
ply of national mon- 
ey for the payroll. 
To keep us from go- 
ing hungry they ft- 
nally had to dress 
up and go to the Es- 
sen bank as farmers 
and egg peddlers 
with chickens in their 
hands. To make it 
sure, the money was 
divided up among 
*more than a dozen of 
these peddlers. Since 
then, all the money is 
being printed here by 
the city of Gelsen- 
kirchen, by the mines 
and factories which 
have _ permission 
from the government. But it is only 
a question of time before the soldiers 
capture all the printing presses. What 
we workers will do to keep from starv- 
ing then, I know not.” 
Last week I happened on to about 
a thousand unemployed miners who 
were meeting secretly in an alley for 
the purpose of having their out-of- 
work cards filled in and stamped.

ing,’”’ one of the crowd explain- 
ed, ‘‘the word will be passed around 
secretly, telling us where we can go, 
one by one, to get the money with 
which the government is keeping us 
from starving—provided the French 
do not add it to all the other billions 
éhey have already captured.”’ 

Even where the men are going 
through the motions of work, such 
local concerns as Krupp’s are mostly 
unable to ship their product because 
of the bad railway situation. So the 
German government has beén raising 
taxes and also making a nation-wide 
charity appeal for the ‘Ruhr-Hilfe’”’ 
with which to support the district’s 
workers in their resistance to the in- 
vasion. It is the heaviness of this 
vast burden that is largely responsible 
for the present rumors of peace with 
the allies. 

All this is, of course, enough to ex- 
plain the universal attitude of hatred 
the men show towards the invaders. 
But the surprising discovery of my 
days with them down “‘below-day”’ as 
they call it, is this: the worker of the 
Ruhr hates the district’s employing 
class and in general his country’s in- 
dustrial captains and millionaires only 
a little less than he hates the French. 

Take Stinnes, for instance:

The surpris- 
ing thing is that it is used by the work- 
ers for describing his relations with the 
richest of his fellow countrymen al- 
most as much as in connection with 
the invading army. 

“If only we had one big pewerful 
union,’’ a thoughtful fellow put it yes- 
terday, ‘‘we miners might make these 
masters of ours play fair with us and 
with Germany—and the allies. But 
we have five different groups at least 
and each of these, whether commua- 


ist, socialist or Christian, fights cone 
stantly with the other. We are help- 
less.”’ 


Yes, one big key for simplifying 
this annoying puzzle of the Ruhr is to 
see in it not simply a fight of ‘‘You 
will” and “I won’t” between German 
and French, but also between German 
employee and German employer. 
Thus I have just learned, to my 
amazement, that those eight or ten 
workers who were killed in ‘the riot 
out in the main square a fortnight or 
so ago, were shot, not by French sol- 
diers but by German police, and by 
police who were recruited, at the com- 
mand of the French, from the local 
population. 


So it is not only the hatred of mili- 
tary bayonets but also the sense of in- 
justice and the hunger and threatened 
starvation of industrial and civil con- 
flict, that is behind the words of the 
dark-bearded, brooding fellow who 
kept repeating day before yesterday, 
from the edge of the group: 

“Yes, helpless we are until we 
workers help ourselves. We must 
take over these mines ourselves, and 
then the government. The French 
can’t shoot us all down, can they? 
Some will live—to hang and burn 
them—and along with them these 
profiteers who sit upon our necks.”

Fundamentalism and the Faith of the Fathers

HE modern fundamentalists 

are much given to the watch- 

, } word “The Faith of the 
f*.s Fathers” as an appeal to 
Sie popalar prejudice. It is per- 
tinent to raise the question— 

“What fathers?’ The great lead- 
ers in all the vital periods of 
church history do not hold the funda- 
mentalist notion of verbal inspiration 
of the Scriptures. The freedom ‘of 
Luther and Calvin from this Mormon 
or Mohammedan conception is well 
known and abundantly verified. If 
the fundamentalist is a Methodist, he 
can get no comfort from an appeal 
to Wesley. Who is it that is departing 
from the faith of the fathers? Did 
Mr. Wesley denounce as rationalists 
those who did not subscribe to certain 
rigid and impossible notions of inspira- 
tion. Bishop E. D. Mouzon throws out 
the challenge to this form of intoler- 
ance. ‘‘What we need as Methodists 
is to go back and read our own history. 
Some of,us seem to have forgotten 
John Wesley. Read in his ‘Charac- 
ter of a Methodist:’ ‘The distinguishing 
marks of a Methodist are not his 
opinions of any sort. Is thy heart 
right, as my heart is with thine? Dost 
thou love and serve God? It is 
enough. I give thee the right hand of 
fellowship.’ This spirit of Christian 
catholicity Methodism inherited from 
her founder. And this is the spirit of 
the religion of the New Testament. 
Recall how Saint Paul summed up the 
essentials of Christian unity—‘One 
Lord, one faith, one baptism.’ ‘One 
Lord,’ our Savior Jesus Christ—there- 
fore, we will call no man Master, for 
human masters divide. ‘One faith’— 
one common personal experience of 
salvation in Christ Jesus the Lord, for 
Christian faith unites. ‘One baptism’ 
—one solemn ceremony of public pro- 
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fession of faith in Him, separating us 
forevér from the world and making 
us members of his visible church. The 
things that really matter are not many; 
they are few.” 


If the present day literalists knew 
more of the spirit and teachings of 
Mr. Wesley they would be unable to 


make their confident appeal to the 
fathers. It is injustice to a great re- 
ligious leader to endeavor to foist their 
literalism on Mr. Wesley. 


N his comment on the genealogy of 

Jesus as found in Matthew’s gospel, 
Mr. Wesley says, “If there were any 
difficulties in this genealogy or that 
given by Luke which could not be 
easily removed, they would rather 
affect the Jewish tables than the 
credit of the evangelists; for’they act 
only as historians setting down these 
genealogies as they stood in those 
public and allowed records. There- 
fore they were to-take them as they 
found them. Nor was it necessary 
that they should correct the mistakes, 
if there were any. For these accounts 
sufficiently answer the end for which 
they were recited. They unquestion- 
ably prove the grand point in view, 
that Jesus was of the family from 


which the promised seed was to come. 
And they had more weight with the 
Jews for that purpose than if altera- 
tions had been made by inspiration 
itself. For such alterations would 
have occasioned endless disputes be- 
tween them and the disciples of our 
Lord.”” This ts an admission on the 
part of Mr. Wesley of the use of docu- 
ments for which there is no place 
either in the verbal or plenary theory 
of inspiration. A Southern Methodist 
editor goes beyond the Methodist faith 
in his professed championship of 
orthodoxy in advocacy of plenary in- 
spiration. He then proceeds to lam- 
bast all who do not accept his theory. 
The Calvinists among the fundament- 
alisits might well learn from Calvin. 
The Methodists among the funda- 
mentalists might well learn from 
Wesley. What right have men of tifis 
type to profess to be the only cham- 
pions of the faith? They raise the 
wail that Christian scholars have gone 


over to rationalism, and they, even 
they only are left who are loyal to the 
faith of the fathers. They call to mind 
an old Georgia brother who always 
slightly mixed the old familiar hymn 
and sang, “Sweet prospects, sweet 
birds and sweet flowers Have all lost 
their sweetness but me.” 

With one voice Moody Bible insti- 


tute, the editor of the Sunday School 


Times, leaders in fundamentalist con- 
ferences, all sing “‘Have all lost their 
sweetness but me.” 


R. W. R. MOODY, of the North- 
field Bible school, who has been 
reckoned one among the fundament- 
alists, announce his disagreement with 
them, “However loyal to other doc- 
trines and however learned in sacred 
lore or even in prophetic studies, if a 
man cherishes a wrong spirit, he is 
fundamentally wrong. On the other 
hand, if a loving spirit characterizes 
service for Christ, such a one may not 
be lightly esteemed. In the matter of 
the Holy Scriptures there are people 
who contend in bitterness of spirit for 
the traditions of men. They forget 
that the animus of their contention is 
in direct disobedience to the com- 
mandmenis of Christ, thus putting 
themselves in the same category with 
the Pharisees of old who “‘rejected the 
commandment of God that they might 
keep their own traditions.”” What is 
fundamental is loyalty to Christ and 
love to fellow Christians. True funda- 
mentalism is to be measured not by 
asscverations of stanch adherence to 
certain dogmas but by a spirit that 
“suffereth long and is kind.”

The Supreme Missionary of All Time--- 


HE supreme Missionary of all 
time was Jesus. Christ our 
Lord, though I wonder -how 
many of us ever think of 
Him as such and recognize 
that the four gospels are al- 


most entirely devoted to work which 
was missionary in character. 


“And Jesus,” records - Matthew, 
“went about all the cities and villages, 
teaching in their synagogues, and 
preaching the gospel of the kingdom, 
and healing every sickness and every 
disease among the people.”’ 

Note His impartiality; He did not 
confine Himself to the cities where 
great numbers could be gathered to- 
gether on short notice, but viSited in 
villages as well—and ‘“‘the common 
people heard Him gladly.” 

Peloubet’s Notes present a very 
Striking thought in connection with 
Christ’s travels. They take a single 
country, India, and point out that “‘If 
Christ had started on the day of his 
baptism to preach to the villages of 
India and had continued up to the 
present, visiting one village a day, He 
would still have thirty thousand vil- 
lages to visit.” And India is but a 
part of the world! 

As the missionary work of Jesus 
covers only three years, the total 
number of cities and villages visited 
was necessarily small, and yet the gos- 
pel preached and the healing done-in 
them laid the foundation for a spiritual 
kingdom that has been growing ever 
since. 

Besides teaching in the synagogue 
and preaching the “‘gospel of the king- 
dom,’’ He was busy “healing all man- 
ner of disease and all manner of sick- 
ness,’’ as the revised version has it. 
The spiritual side of Christ’s work has 
been emphasized throughout the ages, 
but little emphasis has been placed 
upon the healing of bodily ills. 


It is proper that the spiritual should 
have precedence over the purely phys- 
ical for, as Mrs. McPherson puts it,

they may profit by His teachings. 


Not only is this true in heathen 
lands, but it is true in many places 
and among many groups in Christian 
lands. 

The home missionary, therefore, 
has a work as important as the work 
of the foreign missionary and a work 
that should be more easily accom- 
plished. No Christian with whom re- 
ligion is a reality can feel at ease if he 
is not doing his part to aid these 
shepherdless sheep scattered over so 
many pastures. 

In our own land the interest in 
Christian education is stimulated by 
the fact that many young men and 
young women who receive their edu- 
cation without any admixture of spirit- 
ual training turn a deaf ear to the cries 
of spiritual distress that arise on every 
Side. What a change would be 
wrought if every college graduate, 
man and woman, returning from an 
institution of learning, would return to 
religious work at home, in church and 
Sunday school, giving those of less 
education the benefit of the mental 
training received in college. 


F every one with a trained mind was 
inspired by the spirit of Christ and 
became a teacher, that promised day 


would soon be ushered in when “‘every 
knee shall bow and every tongue con- 
fess’ to God. 


“The harvest, truly is plenteous, 
as it was when Christ looked out upon 
the field, but the laborers are few now, 
even as they were then. We neec to 


pray earnestly today as the disciples 
were asked to pray—“‘‘to the Lord of 
the harvest, that he will send forth 
laborers into his harvest.” 

Luke, in almost the same words 
used by Matthew, records a descrip- 
tion of Christ’s journeyings through 
the cities and villages, preaching and 
bringing the good tidings of the king- 
dom of God. The twelve traveled 
with them; they were assisting Him in 
all His labors and, at the same time, 
acquiring the experience that they 
would soon need. He was training 
them for the work for which they were 
enlisted. They were chosen to preach 
the Gospel that He preached -and to 
heal even as He healed. 

_ The words of John glow with his 
own enthusiasm; no wonder his gospel 
is so constantly used by those in evan- 
gelical work. In no other book of the 
Bible do we find a description of God’s 
affection for His children and Christ’s 
loving sacrifices so vividly portrayed 
and emphasized. 

In a few unforgettable_words John 
embodies, the very essence of the 
»Saviour’s missionary purpose—‘‘For 
God so loved the world, that He gave 
His only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in Him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.”” The next 
verse re-enforces it, ‘‘For God sent 
not His Son into the world to condemn 
the world; but that the world through 
Him might be saved.” 


Here we have the compelling force 
that led the Heavenly Father to send 
His only Son to earth— it was love, 
the greatest force in the world, the 
love of One who is described as love 
personified. 

Here we have, also, the purpose 
for which the Son came; namely, that 
the world through Him might be 
Saved. 

Some profess to see in Christ only 
a teacher, but even these must admit 
that Christ’s moral code presents the 
only solution of the problems that con- 
front the world. His is the “only 
philosophy that fits into every human 
need. His precepts are the only ones 
that can smooth out all the difficulties 
of daily life and bring peace to each 
troubled heart. He solves interna- 
tional problems as well as personal, 
domestic and national problems. He 
is the Prince of Peace and His gospel, 
when accepted and applied, will bring 
peace, universal and perpetual. 

But why not accept Christ as a 
divine character instead of a mere 
human being? 
more compelling force when they beat 


His words come with 


the regal stamp of the only begotten 
Son of God. 

Whether a person’s words have 
weight with us depends very iargely 
upon our estimate of the person. 
When we read man’s words we esti- 
mate them according to human rules; 
we weigh them in our own apothecary 
scales and feel free to rejéct them 
when they conflict with our judgment 
or interfere with our desire. 


OT so with the words that come 
from One who was not only Son 
of God, but equal with Him. Only 
such a One can reveal God to man 
and only a revelation of God can 
make an impression deep enough to 
regulate our lives and strengthen us 
to resist temptations. 

‘That whosoever believeth in Him 
should not perish, but have everlasting 
life.”’ 

‘“Why,’’ some may ask, ‘“‘does sal- 
vation depend upon believing—or ac- 
cepting Christ? ”’ 

Because that is the only normal or 
logical way by which one can obtain 
any good thing. 

Our bodies are nourished by food 
that we accept—acceptance is neces- 
sary, for rejection means the death of 
the body. 

We become educated by accepting 
instruction—rejection of instruction 
means intellectual death. 

How, otherwise than by accepting 
spiritual nourishment, can the lite of 
the soul be sustained ? 

Just as the eating of the bread made 
from flour sustains the body, so the 
acceptance of Christ, who is the Bread 
of Life, can save the soul from death. 

Just as the body will perish without 
the water that we draw from springs 
and streams and wells, so the Water 
of Life is necessary—and Jesus is that 
Water of Life. 

Acceptance is necessary if one’s 
will is to be left free. Christ cannot 
be forced upon one who does not want 
Him. The whole character of the 
spiritual world would be altered if one 
could be saved against his will. Sal- 
vation is free and for all—‘‘Whoso- 
ever will, let him take the water of 
life freely’’—but he must take it him- 
self, 

The acceptance of Christ is a rea- 
sonable requirement if one would be- 
come a beneficiary of His blood; ac- 
ceptance is the beginning of the rela- 
tionship between the Elder Brother 
and the rest of God’s children—after 
that comes growth in grace and in 
strength by obedience to every word 
that proceedeth out of the mouth of 
God: This is the message to all from 
the Great Missionary and the message 
which each should carry to all others 
who have not received it. 

As the people about blind Bartim- 
aeus communicated unto him the invi- 
tation of Christ, saying, ‘“‘He calleth 
thee,’”’ so every Christian should be- 
come a messenger for the spread of 
the invitation extended by Christ to 
every human being throughout all 


generations.

The most attractive women in the 
world today are those who consider 
their audiences, and consider them just 
as conscientiously as our chorus girls 
do.

The Simple Dining Room 


Is Now All the 
Vogue 


HE more completely a dining room 
is furnished simply for the re- 
quirements of a place in which 
to take meals and the more Strict- 
ly it is kept simply for that use, 
the better it is. 

There is a curious tendency 
on the part of some people to gravitate to- 
ward their dining room at all times of the 
day. Now where one is necessarily limited 
as to room, in the wee apartment or small 
cottage, it is sometimes necessary to com- 
bine dining room and living room or even 
dining room and kitchen; but where this is 
not necessary then the dining room ought 
to be kept from the cluttering accessories 
of a living room. Yet there are people 
who have ample living rooms who prefer 
to gather around the dining table in the 
evening, do their letter writing there and 
take naps on a lounge in the dining room 
than anywhere else. Perhaps that is be- 
cause the light in the dining room is better 
or because the room is furnished more 
cheerfully. The answer is to furnish the 
other rooms more cheerfully and to supply 
them with a better light. 


Because these cluttered dining rooms are 
at best untidy. They and the clutter are 
not conducive to a keen appetite. More- 
over, if you sit in your dining room be- 
tween meals then the atmosphere there 
will not have the clear, fresh quality that it 
should at meal time, The air will be vitiated. 


HEN you go into a house where the 

dining room, even though very small 
and inexpensively furnished, is kept simply 
for a room in which to take meals you are 
at once struck with the thought that the 
persons in that house are orderly and well 
bred... But when you go to a house where 
on the dining room buffet is kept a bottle 
of ink, a pen and a box of note paper, where 
a row of unsightly flower pots filled with 
anaemic geranium shoots struggling for 
existnce embellishes the sunny window, and 
the pet dog takes his siesta on the lounge 
near the radiator or fireplace, and the 
housewife’s mending basket, spilling over 
with a goodly harvest of stockings, shares 
the honors with a jaded rubber plant and a 
chafing dish on a corner tea table—well, 
then you mentally make a note that these 
people are just a little second rate, or else 
that they haven’t quite solved the problem 
of living to the best advantage. 


The present mode of dining reoms is one 


of extreme simplicity. Between meals the 
table is left bare save possibly for a single 
linen centerpiece and a vase of flowers or 
pot of ferns. Chairs are usually neatly 
drawn up to the table in the position they 
take at meals with the extra one standing 
against the wall at regular intervals. The 
buffet does not carry a variety of acces- 
sories—mustard bottles, table crumbers, 
Salt dishes, etc. It may have a few simple 
objects, such as a filled fruit dish or a 
Silver tea set, but in the most fastidiously 
cquipped houses it is now considered in 
best form to have nothing of an edible 
nature—salt, pepper or cruets—in sight be- 
tween meals. The wall of the dining ‘Yoom 
is not regarded as the appropriate place for 
a collection of pictures—least of all framed 
photographs. In fine old homes of Eng- 
land it has long been the custom to place 
on the dining room wall a few stately richly 
colored portraits, sometimes empaneled in 
the wainscoating of the room.

Of course, we occasionally have high cande- 
labra that stand on the floor. In Versailles 
and in other great houses of the past there 
were élaborate chandeliers filled with tiers 
of candles hung from the ceilings. These 
may sometimes have produced something 
of the glare of a modern high hung electric 
light chandelier.

their light than electric light bulbs. 

As we have candles on our dining tables, 
their light is ideally soft and becoming.

FORWARD PASSING 


ussite 
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(This is one of a series of twelve 
lessons which bring out the most 
important points which every boy 
should know who wants to learn 
to play football right.) 


A football team without a forward 
pass can not hope in these days 
to win games. Every team should 
have a good passer who has speed 
and accuracy. 

For the forward pass the ball 
Should be gripped in the palm of 
the hand with the fingers extended 
around it, and clamped over the 
lacing. The thumb should be 
Stretched around as far as possible 
to the other side-lace. The little 
finger should come up to a point 
about the middle of the ball. All 
the others should be behind it, well 


spread out so that they may be used 
in throwing the ball forward. 

After the ball has been properly 
placed in the right hand it should 
be carried straight back over the 
right shoulder to a point about a 
foot behind the shoulder and abput 
head high. Then it should be 
passed forward directly over the 
shoulder, fingers pulling downward 
to make it spiral. 

The passer should try to make it 
easy for the receiver by throwing 
the ball as easily as possible, so that 
it falls into his arms instead of 
shooting into them. In order to 
perfect this he must throw the ball 
higher, which requires more skill 
Such a pass is a great deal easier 
to catch than a low, fast pass, and 
is also harder to block or intercept.

| HOW TO CARTOON 


BEGINNING A NEW SERIES 
FOR AMATEUR ARTISTS 
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This, the first of 12 lessons in 
cartooning, will deal with the head 
and various facial expressions. The 
head in its simplest form resembles 
an egg as shown in Fig 1. Fig. 2 
has a line from top to bottom divid- 
ing the face into halves and three 
lines across which we will call the 
eye, nose and mouth lines. Place 
the features on these lines as in- 
dicated in Fig. 3.

begins at the eye-line and ends at 
the nose-line. By putting a little 
hair on Fig. 5 we have arrived at a 
regular cartoon face. 

The expressions shown in Figs. 
6, 7 and 8 correspond to the profile 
views 9, 10 and 11.

‘Late explorers say they have found nations that 
have no God; but I have not read of any that had 
no music. Music means harmony, harmony means 
love, love means—God.’’ That is the way he 
phrased his belief in the higher world. He was no 
imitator of Tennyson or Swinburne. He was orig- 
inal in this, that no man more clearly displayed an 
extreme conjunction of the artistic with the poetic 
sentiment. 


During the civil war he served with the Macon Vol- 
unteers and was taken prisoner when placed in com- 
mand of a ship to run the blockade.
